W ashington, March 17.—In the sen­ 
ate yesterday 438 bills and eight joint 
resolutions were introduced. 
They em­ 
braced nearly every phase of public 
business. 
A resolution by Mr. Frye of Maine, 
calling for information as to the oper­ 
ation of civil service rales to river and 
harbor work, was agreed to after some 
criticism of civil service operations. 
Mr. Cockrell asked if the resolution 
was a step toward abolishing the civil 
service rules. 
Mr. Frye said it was a step toward 
abolishing these rules so far as they re­ 
lated to labor on engineering work of 
the government. The president had ex­ 
tended the civil service rules of all 
classes of labor, so that an engineer of­ 
ficer way up on the Columbia river who 
wanted a laborer for river and harbor 
work had to apply to the civil service 
commission.
